Rev .Tames G. Merrill D. D., for 
years the president of Fisk Universi¬ 
ty, addressed the students in chapel 
last Thursday morning. 

In a brief, logical, well-connected dis 
course. Dr. Merrill told of his own ex¬ 
perience as a student at the time of 
the time of the Civil War and urged 
all present to know and recognise 
their opportunities. 

The problems*of readjustment in the 
political, financial and religious worlds 
will fall very heavily upon those who 
have remained behind. The burdens 
which the men who will have fallen, 
would have borne, must be borne by 
those who remain. Our work then, 
will I- don hied r the rank* of the 
workers are decimated.

My dear President Ward* 

It Is always a pleasure to hear 
that our documents are found helpful. 
Many thanks for the Catalogue of 
your College and for the Commence¬ 
ment copy of the “Rollins Sandspur/\

faculty is man's most precious gift. 
It is criminal to neglect or misuse it. 
Control of thought may be gained if 
one attempts proper thought control, 
the ea*sier it becomes. One should en 
dcavor to acquire a habit of thinking 
merely of the things one chooses to 
think about. If one has a duty or a 
responsibility, one should keep It in 
mind till the 1 duty is done. “Didn’t 
I think" Is no excuse for giving the 
I wrong medicine or neglecting to give 
i he right one. It does r not excuse 
turning the wrong switch and causing 
a wreck. j 

It is no excuse for failure to deliver 
an Important message* It is one's busi¬ 
ness to think about anything one has 
to do. “Didn't think/' when one throw 
a lighted match down, lias caused dis 
astrous fires. By constant effort one 
can learn to concentrate thought* fo 
turn one's mind toward a desired ob¬ 
ject* 

The men who have accomplished 
great works are men who used their 
thoughts for a purpose, who acquired 
control of thought. The did not allow 
thought to be frittered away without 
direction. Some allow their thoughts, 
to fly from one object to another, as * 
a butterfly flits among the flowers in 
a garden* perhaps not even with as 
much direction as the butterfly uses 
in seeking its food. Rudkin said, 
"There is only one place where a man 
may be nobly thoughtless- his death 
bed. No thinking should be left to 
be done there*" 

There are times when fancy or Imag¬ 
ination runs riot in the mind, but that] 
Is an exercise of the mind and not 
to be taken when directed thought Is 1 
line. Just letting the mind run is not 
indulging in Imagination. Learning to 
think is a lesson we all need.—Mil¬ 
waukee Journal.

The press of the country seems to 
think that, the unanimous approval 
given to the bill by the lower House 
of Congress is thoroughly representa¬ 
tive of the feeling of the whole coun¬ 
try. 

Secretary McAdoo’s comment was 
as follows: 

“The unanimous passage by the 
House of Representatives of the bill 
for the compensation and insurance 
of our soldiers and sailors is a dis¬ 
tinct trulmph for justice and humani¬ 
ty. It is the most conspicuous and 
advanced step ever taken by any nn 
tion for the protection of its soldiers 
and sailors and their dependents. The 
prompt passage of this bill by the 
Senate will satisfy the heart and con¬ 
science of uplifted America.” 


SHORT HISTORY OF THE 

FIRST LIBERTY LOAN 


On the 6th day of April, 1917, a 
state of war was declared as existing 
between the United States and Ger 
many. Secretary of the Treasury Me 
Adoo immediately advised Congress 
of the financial necessities of the 
country, and on the 24th of April the. 
greatest bond bill in the history of the 
United States one of the greatest the 
world was passed by a practically un¬ 
animous vote by both Houses of Con¬ 
gress. The law authorized the issue 
of 15.000.000,000 in bonds and $2,000. 
000,000 in certificates of indebtedness. 
On the 2d day of May it was announc¬ 
ed the firts bond issue was named the 
Liberty Loan of 1917. On the 14th 
day of May the details of the bond 
were made public and subscriptions 
formally invited. The campaign open¬ 
ed on the 15th day of May and closed 
on the 15th day of Juno with the re¬ 
sult that over 4,000,000 American citi 
zens of every section, race, class, and 
coiiKlition subscribed to Liberty Loan 
Bonds and the aggregate amount of 
their subscriptions was well over $3,- 
‘ 000 , 000 , 000 . 

The four great outstanding features 
of the first Liberty Ix>nn have been 
said to be the promptness with which 
the issue was arranged and dis|K)sed 
of, the patriotism, earnestness and 
efficiency which marked the campaign

Liberty Loan sales on the New York 
Stuck Exchange for the month of Au¬ 
gust totaled $19,595,000, The tran¬ 
sactions In Liberty Loan bonds ex* 
ceeded the combined sales of all for* 
eign loans on the exchange by over 
a million and a half. 

Reports from all over the country 
Indicate that banks and bankers and 
bond houses, newspapers and other 
periodicals, and the Liberty Loan com¬ 
mittees and other organizations and 
individuals who were so patriotically 
active and efficient in promoting the 
sale tff the first issue of the Liberty 
Loan bonds are getting prepared and 
bolding themselves in readiness to 
make the second issue as great as 
the first. 

In view of the fact that the sec 
oud Issue of Liberty Loan bonds may 
differ in some respects from the bonds 
of the first issue, in that they may 
bear a higher rate of interest and be 
subject to the superincome tax. the 
question of converting the bonds of 
the firsi issue into bonds of the sec¬ 
ond Issue is receiving a great deal of 
consideration. 

Secretary of the Treasury MeAdoo 
lias suggested I hat holders of interim 
certificates who desire to convert 
their purchase into bonds of the sec¬ 
ond issue hold their certificates and 
turn them in in exchange for bonds 
of the second issue rather than secure 
their bonds of the first issue and turn 
them In in exchange. No charge will 
be made for such exchange. 

A question has arisen as to within 
what time the holders of a liberty- 
loan bond of the first Issue can ex¬ 
ercise the rigbl of conversion into 
a bond of the second issue. Until the 
pending bill has become a law ami the 
details of the second issue of liberty- 
lean bonds are definitely sell led the 
quest ion may be considered as largely 
academic. Secretary MeAdoo will is¬ 
sue in due time a statement cover 
ing the matter. 

Some financial writers say that won¬ 
der was expressed that $2♦<100,000,000 
worth or liberty bonds affected the 
lie ney market of the country so little, 
but that the wonder has ceased, and 
it is believed that the awakened credit 


of the United States can absorb many 
Id 11 fori dollars more without making 
a ripple in the money market. 

WHY WE ARE AT WAR. 


Germany has forced America, as it 
has forced practically the entire world 
to defend itself by arms. We are 'fight 
mg tills war because Germany made 
war upon us. American is a peace¬ 
ful Nation; we have no lust for con¬ 
quest, no desire for annexation of ter¬ 
ritory; we are defending ourselves 
against Germany because the Imperial 
German Government entered upon a 
program which meant the destruction 
of all American Institutions.

Medals had been struck 
in honor of the sinking or the Lusitan¬ 
ia, the murderous act by which so 
many of our men, women, and child¬ 
ren. lost their lives. German officials 
had treated the United States, a neu¬ 
tral nation, as an enemy. Strikes 
were organized in this country, plants 
were blown up, pro-German publica¬ 
tions were founded an 1 subsidized, 
and hatred of America was systemati¬ 
ca lly sought to be inculcated among 
our foreign-born inhabitants. Every 
effort was made to involve us in trou¬ 
ble with Japan and Mexico. Our re¬ 
pealed protests were met with promis¬ 
es and explanations which were little, 
better than insults. 

The Imperial German Government 
finally proclaimed the unrestricted do¬ 
st not ion of neutral ships upon the 
high seas, it was the notification to 
the United Stales that our people were 
| no longer sovereign, and that if they 
would sail the seas in safety we ipust 
!conform to conditions laid down by 
| a Government that defied internatloie 
|al law. humanity, and elemental moral¬ 


ity. 

A policy of terrorism has been sys¬ 
tematically applied by the Imperial 
German Government since the out¬ 
break of the European war. Treaties 
that stood in the way of German mil! 
turistic plans have been disregarded, 
women and children have been treated 
with Indescribable brutality, the an- 
blest works of art have been destroy¬ 
ed, and prisoners have been abused 
and maltreated and civilian popula 
ttons massacred and deported.
